The company, through Attor- 
ney I. A. Capizzi, had charged that 
“The United Automobile Workers 
(CIO) and the Communist party” 


were “threatening and IN SONSR S| 


ing employes.” 
Union Protests. 

Judge Tuttle granted the in- 
junction, which also is specifically 
directed against the CIO itself, 
over the protests of the affiliated 
auto workers’ union. The union 
claimed that the company’s alle- 
gations were incorrect since “at 
this time” there was “no inter- 
ference with anyone.” 

“T think this is a great emer- 
gency,” Judge Tuttle said. “When 
thousands of people gather and 
blockade roads, it is time we 
showed it Jo be an emergency, and 
everyone, plaintitff, defendants 
and everyone else, should do 
everything they can to end it.” 

The company obtained the in- 
junction in a surprise move at the 
very time that negotiations were 
being continued by a federal me- 
diator in hurried efforts to se- 
cure a settlement and return 85,- 
000 men to work. 

The order, effective for five 
days, declares that the Ford com- 
pany “is suffering loss of large 
sums of money, in excess of $1,- 
000,000.” Capizzi had asked that 
damages be set. 

Findings of Fact. 

In findings of fact, Judge Tuttle 
said in part: 

“In _ short, 
me . 
the purpose of this temporary in- 
junction that nothing . short 
armed force of the militia is able 
to meet and control the situation 
as it existed yesterday and as it 
has partially continued today, and 
as I fear may occur and continue 
into the future.” 

The injunction forbids the CIO 
and its UAW affiliate from:

9-Molesting or disturbing em- 
ployes “in the quiet and peaceable 
pursuit of their lawful avoca- 
tions.” 

3—Preventing ingress, egress 
and regress of employes to the 
plant. 

4—-Molesting or disturbing “any 
person or persons having busi- 
ness” with the company or its of- 
ficers, directors, agents or em- 
ployes. 

5—“Maintaining barricad es 
upon the highways and across the 
entrances of said plants.” 

6—“Intimidating, coercing, or 
humiliating” any officers, etc., “or 
assaulting or offering to do vio- 
lence”. to any officers, etc.

Colombia Seen | 


As Great Area’ 


For Quinine 


U. S. Aid Is Needed, 
However. Tc Develop 
Industry.

CALI, Colombia, April 3.—The 
Cauca is Colombia’s number two 
river, snaking its way between 
two towering ranges of the Andes 
'for more than 500 miles until it 
‘meets the great Rio Magdalena 
‘and finally pours into the Carib- 
| bean sea. 
| Here, near the head of the Cau- 
ca valley, governmental officials 
| point to the lush growth of the 
eastern slopes. 
| “There,” they say, “is why the 
' American republics do not have to 


‘fear Japan, nor what Japan may'| 


|'do to the Dutch East Indies. 

“There we can grow quinine 
trees—yes, and rubber trees, too— 
to supply all the world.” 

They may be right. The Cauca 
valley, from the Ecuador border 
all the way down to the jungles, 
‘is probably one of the most fertile 
regions in the world. The Indians 
'say, “do not expectorate on the 
ground there—in a moment it wiil 
grow into a tree.” 
| Financing Sought. 

Apparently anything can grow 
in the Cauca valley—perhaps even 
quinihe and rubber. But quinine 
and rubber don’t grow there now 
'except as an occasional wild tree 
almost suffocaved by other tropical 
vegetation. 

“Put that is not the point,” as- 
sert the Colombian officials. “We 
‘can grow those trees there, in 
wonderful plantations. If the 
United States can only provide the 
finencing end guarantee a market, 
and perhaps give us assistance 
‘through some experts, the rest is 
easy.” 

There is no doubt that, at least 
‘in the past, quinine trees could 
i grow abundantly in this country. 
| Until about 1850, Colombia sup- 
| plied the world with great quanti- 
ties of bark from the cinchona 
'trees, and from this bark chemists 
made an excellent grade of qui- 
nine to battle malaria. 

But by the middle of the last 
century, untrained Indian collec- 
tors had virtually wrecked Colom- 
bia’s quinine industry by stripping 
every available quinine tree. 

Now only a few collectors work 
the forest and bring in bark, but 
not enough by far.to supply the 
nation’s own needs. 

It is a peculiar situation for Co- 
lombia, which for nearly two cen- 
turies was one of the four South 
America countries that maintain- 
ed an airtight quinine monopoly 
and made the rest of the world 
pay through the nose.

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Smaller, Faster Craft for 
Pursuit Use Seen 
ie by Army. 
By JOSEPH S. EDGERTON.

WASHINGTON, April 3— 
Studies looking toward the crea-) 


tion of tiny pursuit airplanes in 
which the pilot lies prone in a| 
fuselage not much larger than his 
body, with a small, flat, opposed- 
cylinder type engine at his feet, 
driving a pusher propeller, are in| 
progress in Europe and the United 
States to meet a demand for 
smaller, faster, less vulnerable 
fighters. 

Although there are reports the 
Germans have flown such an air- 
plane, it is not believed a design 
for it is beyond the paper stage 
in this country. 

In the Bell P-38 Airacobra, de- 
signers have achieved what is 
thought to be about the smallest 
practicable pursuit airplane in 
which the pilot flies in the con-| 
ventional, seated position. In the 
Bell, the liquid-cooled Allison en- 
gine is located behind the pilot, 
driving a propeller shaft extend- 
ed forward betweefi his feet. The 
V-shaped cylinder block is very 
little wider than the pilot’s shoul- 
ders and the fuselage is rather 
closely “tailored” to his seated 
figure. 


Bell Is No Toy. 

However, the Bell is a good- 
sized airplane, weighing more 
than 3,000 pounds with its pro- 
tective armor plating for the pilot, 
self-sealing fuel tanks, high-alti- 
tude oxygen equipment, cannon 
and guns. 

Whether a much smaller air- 
plane can be built around a seat- 
ed pilot is said to be problemati- 
cal. Major General Henry H. Ar- 
nold, chief of the Army Air Corps 
and acting chief of staff for air, 
has announced that the Army is 
working toward smaller pursuit 
airplanes, relying upon maximum 
efficiency, rather than _ size, for 
speed and combat effectiveness. 

He has volunteered no explana- 
tion of this statement. Whether 
General Arnold envisioned any- 
thing approximating a prone po- 
sition for the pilot has not been 
disclosed. 

Although, such a position for the 
modern fighting pilot could be re- 
garded only as radical in view of 
recent developments, it is recalled 
that this is the position adopted 
by the first airplane pilots, the 
Wright brothers. In their first air- 
plane and gliders the pilot lay 
prone across the lower wimg, op- 
erating the ~wing-warping’ device, 
which served in lieu of the pres- 
ent aileron, with the shoulders, 
and the rudder with his feet. 

Advantages of Position, 

Other advantages ascribed to the 
position for modern pursuit de- 
sign are that the fuselage would 
become a small tube, which could 
be efficiently protected by armor 
plating. with the greatest possible 
economy of weight. Such a fuse- 
lage would lend itself readily also 
to “pressurizing” for high altitude 
operations. 

Moreover, it is contended, one of 
the great difficulties in the opera- 
tion, of the modern, high-speed 
airplane is owing to the “black 
out” of the pilot in pulling out of 
dives or maneuvering. The cen- 
trifugal forces, applied along the 
length of the pilot’s body in the 
conventional seated position, force 
the blood out of his brain. With 
the pilot in a prone position, the 
effects of such forces are mini- 
mized and the pilot is far less 
subject to the loss of conscious- 
ness which is the “black-out.” 

Maximum Protection. 

In his armored, pressurized, eas- 
ily heated tube, the pilot would 
receive maximum protection 
against enemy fire, the effects of 
high-altitude flying and the black- 
out, it is contended. 

His head would be in the front 
end of the tube, which would be 
of the bullet-resistance, heavy, 
plastic wind-shield material used 
in the conventional pursuit air- 
plane, giving him excellent visi- 
bility in ali directions except the 
awkward, but vital angle above 
and behind the airplane. This an- 
gle probably would have to be 
covered by use of a rear-view 
mirror arrangement. 

Such an airplane probably 
would carry wing guns and even 
small cannon, mounted in the 
wings and projecting backward, if 
necessary, into the two “booms” 
carrying the tail assembly. The 
pilot would sight them, as he does 
now in the conventional single- 
seater pursuit, using a telescopic 
sight projecting through the plas-

Would Be Retrogression 


A proposed ordinance, which is scheduled 
for consideration when city council meets 
next Monday, constitutes a backward step 
which, if passed, would be the worst possible 
blow to good administration of city affairs in 
Atlanta. 

The proposed ordinance would emasculate 
the civil service system for municipal em- 
ployes, render the personnel board impotent 
and return the various departments of city 
government to the ancient and completely 
discredited “spoils system” of awarding jobs 
and fixing salaries. 

The ordinance appears innocent on its face. 
It merely provides for the elimination of a 
couple of clauses in the ordinance creating the 
personnel board. It is those clauses, how- 
ever, which provide authority for the board 
and give it power to enforce its rulings. 

The personnel board has been in existence 
for two years. In that time it has done splen- 
did work in increasing efficiency among city 
employes and in removing injustices in rates 
of pay. That this good work has been nega- 
tived in some instances by arbitrary action of 
council does not detract from the importance 
of the board, but merely provides proof that 
the welfare of the city and of its people would 
be enhanced if council would only follow the 
recommendations of the board in all in- 
stances. 

It is indubitably true that merit systems 
for employment cannot always show spectacu- 
lar savings in dollars and cents. By the very 
nature of such systems their value and Sav- 
ings are reflected chiefly in improved service 
and more efficient operation brought about in 
all departments by the recruitment of com- 
petent personnel. 

No city can have efficient operation of its 
governmental affairs when any ward poli- 
tician is able to reward election workers or 
supporters with jobs at public expense, re- 
gardless of the job-getters ability to do the 
work, 

Yet, if the proposed ordinance to come be- 
fore council is passed, this is exactly what will 

appen. Politicians will be able to arbitrarily 
reate new jobs, regardless of need, and fill 
hem with henchmen, regardless of ability. 

All intelligent observers of governmental 
service are convinced that the merit system 
of seleétion, promotion and pay for public em- 
sloyes is the only way to secure efficient pub- 
c service. 

Organized. labor approves the system. The 
Atlanta Federation of Trades has gone on 
ecord as opposing the ordinance now awaiting 
ouncil action. 

For the simple good of the city, council 
should promptly kill any move to weaken the 
nersonnel board’s authority or the operation 
of the merit system in all municipal depart- 
ments. And, in future, council should not 

amstring the board’s efforts by arbitrarily 
slacing employes in classifications to which 
hey can’t qualify, merely because of political 
»bligations on the part of individual city poli- 
cians.

Gift for Emory 


The gift by the Joseph B. Whitehead 
Foundation of $550,000 for the construction 
and equipping of a surgical wing to the Emory 
hospital is a tremendous step in the making 
of Atlanta the medical, surgical and hos- 
pital headquarters of this section of the 
country. 

This great addition to the hospital will be 
known as the “Conkey Pate Whitehead Surgi- 
cal Pavilion,’ in memory of the late Conkey 
P. Whitehead. It will be, when completed, one 
of the greatest and most modern surgical hos- 
pitals of its kind. 

This latest gift by the Whitehead Founda- 
tion brings the total of its benefactions to the 
Atlanta area to more than $1,000,000. 

The Joseph B. Whitehead Foundation was 
created by the will of the late Joseph B. 
Whitehead in memory of his father. The 
younger of the two Whitehead brothers, 
Conkey P. Whitehead, made similar disposi- 
tion of his-fortune, in memory of his mother. 
This, the Lettie Pate Whitehead Foundation, 
recently created, has not yet begun operation. 

Two women have had remarkable part in 
the creation and operation of these great 
philanthropic gifts. It was largely owing to 
the influence of their mother that her two 
sons became philanthropically minded even in 
their early youth and it was that influence, 
persisting through their lifetimes, that made 
of them always such generous donors to every 
good cause and which influenced them to pro- 
vide in their wills these foundations through 
which their entire fortunes could be devoted 
to constructive efforts for the betterment 
of human living, especially in Atlanta and 
Georgia. 

Mrs. Lettie P. Evans, widow of the late 
Joseph B. Whitehead, is chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Foundation.

She is, undoubtedly, carrying out the 
wishes of the creators of both Foundations and 
thus carries on*the noble work inspired in the 
Whitehead brothers by their mother. 

The new surgical pavilion at Emory hospital 
will take the form of an additional wing to 
the main building. Construction will begin 
immediately after approval of the final plans 
being drawn by Hentz, Adler & Schutze, the 
architects. It will house the department of 
surgery at the Emory School of Medicine, will 
contain 60 rooms for surgical patients and 10 
operating rooms equipped with the most mod- 
ern facilities.

IF WE HAVE ANNUAL SESSIONS 
(From The Moultrie Observer) 


In June we will vote in Georgia to return to 
the practice of holding sessions of the legislature 
annually instead of holding them biannually. 

There has been very little done at the present 
session except the passage of some laws to tide 
the state over a financial emergency. There has 
been nothing done that will remedy our worst 
troubles. There has been no permanent solution 
of our financial troubles. Maybe the new. admin- 
istration did not think it best to dive into these 
matters at present. 

There are many men in the present house of 
representatives and in the senate who have minds 
of their own. They know that there are some 
things wrong in Georgia that need to be corrected.

THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
TURNING THE TABLES WASHINGTON, April 3. — The 


great battle of the Ionian sea 
added the final touch of cosmic irony to the sudden turn of events 
in the Mediterranean. For it is now known here that a grand 
German-Italian assault on the British position in the Balkans had 
been planned for the very day when the Sritish cut the Italian 
fleet to pieces. And it is believed that the Italian Warships were 
driven from their safe harbors by a German ultimatum requiring 
Italy’s navy to bear its part in the big show that never came off. 

Intelligence reports received in Washington give the strategy of 
the abortive big show in rather clear outline. It was founded on 
the supposition that the Yugoslav fold-up was final. 

The Germans were to make their first attack on the British and 
Greeks through the difficult Struma valley in Bulgaria, believing 
that, in a very little time, they could bring down reinforcements 
and. supplies through the better serviced Morava-Vardar valley in 
Yugoslavia. Mussolini was to direct in person another hastily pre- 
pared Italian offensive effort in Albania, which was intended to 
engage the maximum Greek strength rather than to achieve victory. 
Meanwhile, the Italian navy was to harass and, if possible, cut 
communications between Greece and the British base in Egypt. 
According to authoritative information here, this grand assault was 
timed to start on last Friday or Saturday. 

It is thought that a German ulti-

matum was needed to get the Ital- 


ian navy out of harbor, for the simple reason that, since the British 
planes struck at Taranto, the Italians have been timid to the point 
of cowardice. A few convoy vessels were left at Taranto and 
Brindisi to guard the troop transports going to Albania. 

The Italian submarines continued to use their Sicilian bases. 
Some warships clung to the protected harbors of Sardinia and three 
cruisers and a number of destroyers were stationed at Pola, in the 
northern Adriatic, near Venice. But the main units of the Italian 
fleet did not dare to stir from refuge at Spezia and Gémoa, on the 
northwestern Mediterranean coast of Italy, at the greatest possible 
distance from the enemy. 

The Pola, the Zara and the Fiume, the three cruisers stationed 
at Pola, left their base on Wednesday afternoon with attendant 
destroyers. The battleship Vittorio Veneto and its escort are thought 
to have started rather earlier from Spezia or Sardinia. A rendezvous 
was apparently planned at the mouth of the Ionian sea, whence the 
combined force was to proceed to the attack on the British lines 
of communication. Unfortunately for the Axis, only a few hours 
after the cruisers were observed leaving Pola harbor, at 2 o’clock 
Thursday morning, the appeasing Yugoslav government was over- 
thrown by the Serbian army officers’ well-arranged putsch. The 
grand land assault had to be put off, since the Germans could not 
— on flanking the British and Greeks through Yugo- 

Nevertheless, either by a confusion of orders or because the 
Germans still demanded some sort of Italian naval action, the Italian 
ships did not put back into port. The three cruisers from Pola were 
followed all the way down the Adriatic and out into the Ionian sea 
by British aircraft, based in Albania and Greece. Thus the British 
force hastily sent out from Alexandria was able to intercept and 
sink them and two of their destroyer escort in the late dusk of 
Friday, opening fire on them at 9 p. m.

Had the German and Italian plans gone 
according to schedule, the Greeks and their British allies would by 
now have been fighting on two fronts against terrible odds, British 
Mediterranean communications would have been so strained that, 
bad as the Italian fleet is, no battle of the Ionian sea could have 
been hoped for. And the Japanese might have been encouraged to 
attack the British in the Far East, for their foreign minister, Yosuke 
Matsuoka, would have found Berlin and Rome eagerly celebrating 
anticipated triumphs. 

Instead, Matsuoka saw one captial struggling with diplomatic 
disaster, and the other reeling under the shock of a great naval 
defeat. Thus the danger in the Far East has almost certainly been 
deferred. In the Mediterranean, meanwhile, there are stil] reasons 
for disquiet, such as the German air superiority in the Balkans, and 
their periodic success in temporarily closing the Suez canal by mines

What They 


Creed of the 


Journalist. 

There is an old saying, among 
working newspapermen, that a 
journalist is “a guy who wears 
spats, but no socks, carries a cane 
and borrows quarters from news- 
papermen.” Semehow the name 


“journalist” sounds too something | 


or other for the working news- 
hound to swallow. It savors of 
swank, whereas your true news- 
paperman is one who, of. all 
things, detests affectation: Perhaps 
because he sees so much of it in 
some of the folks his job requires 
him to contact. 

However that may be, it is nec- 
essary for today’s column to use 
the word, journalist, and I hope 
the fellows in the news depart- 
ment won’t hold it against me. 

For recently I was re-reading 
Walter Williams’ “The Journalist's 
Creed” and it is so fine an expo- 
sition of what all newspaper pub- 
lishers and newspaper. workers 
worthy of their salt believe that I 
felt it would do no harm to re- 
produce it here. 

And Williams speaks. of news- 
papermen as journalists, so who 
am I to cavil? 

Walter Williams was dean of 
the School of Journalism of. the 
University of Missouri and editor 
of the Columbia Herald. He thus 
was dean of the world’s first 
school of journalism, He became 
president of the University of Mis- 
souri, too. And it is a remarkable 
tribute to the man to know that 
he never won even a high school 
diploma in his youth, let alone a 
bachelor’s degree at college. He 
died, aged 71, in 1935. 

He left many splendid inspira- 
tional writings on this job of mak- 
ing a newspaper, but none finer 
than “The Journalist’s Creed.” It 
has, by the way, been translated 
and reprinted in 24 languages. 


Here Is 
The Creed. 


I bélieve in the profession of 
journalism. 

I believe that the public journal 
is a public trust; that all connect- 
ed with it are, to the full measure 
of their responsibility, trustees for 
the public; that acceptance of les- 
ser service than the public is be- 
trayal of this trust. 

I believe that clear thinking and 
clear statement, accuracy and 
fairness, are fundamental to good 
journalism. 

I believe that a journalist should 
write- only what he holds in his 
heart to be true. — 

I believe that a suppression of 
the news, for any consideration 
other than the welfare of society, 
is indefensible. 

I believe that no one should 
write as a journalist what he would 
not say as a gentleman; that brib- 
ery by one’s own pocketbook is as 
much to be avoided as bribery by 
the pocketbook of another; that 


| 


individual responsibility may not 
be escaped by pleading another’s 
instructions or another’s dividends. 

f believe that advertising, news 
and editorial columns should alike 
serve the best interests of the 
readers; that a single standard of 
helpful truth and cleanness should 
prevail for all; that the supreme 
test of good journalism is the 
measure of its public service. 

! believe that the journalism 
which succeeds best—and best 
deserves success—fears God and 
honors man; is stoutly independ- 
ent, unmoved by pride of opin- 
ion or greed of power, construc- 
tive, tolerant but never careless, 
self-controlled, patient; always re- 
spectful of its readers but always 
unafraid; is quickly indignant at 
injustice, is unswayed by the ap- 
peal of privilege or the clamor of 
the mob; seeks to give every man 
a chance and, as far as law and 
honest wage and recognizition of 
human brotherhood can make it 
So, an equal chance; is profound- 
ly patriotic while sincerely pro- 
moting international good will 
and cementing world-comrade- 
ship; is a journalism of humanity, 
of and for today’s world. 


Value to 


America 

And if you are tempted to think 
that creed of interest only to 
newspapermen, take a thought on 
the value of a free, honest and 
sincere press to America. 

We of the newspaper profession 
are woefully human and fail in 
reaching our ideals, many times. 
But so long as there are a ma- 
jority of newspapermen in Amer- 
ica—as there are—who try to live 
up to a creed like that, American 
liberty and American progress are 
pretty well assured.

Reform isn’t accomplished by hoopla, beating of drums and 
cries of ‘‘Turn the rascals out.”

I never have any sympathy, or very little, if any, for the out- 
raged citizen who becomes so upset at the doings of a mayor or 
a councilman or a governor. I know him. I know that one out of 
five of his type votes. It suits me fine for that sort of citizen to get 
the works from some crooked politician. He deserves it. 

But the men I tip my hat to—and I could name names—are 
those who see, and know, that the public doesn’t give much of a 
damn anyhow, but who keep on working to make their towns 
better and finer even though it will be long, tedious and unap- 
preciated.

Purpose Unless an Image Is 


Recorded on a Film 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


There is a newly discovered disease of the eyes which has the 
effect of causing them to make conflicting reports. Each eye sees 
the same thing, from a slightly different angle, but the nerves 
which carry impressions to the brain do not agree in their report, 
and the result is a blurred and out-of-focus image in the mind. 

The important thing is not what the eyes see, but the picture 
the mind sees. In a scientific sense, we never see things as they 
really are, but only the inaccurate image of them that is formed 
in our minds. 

What is true of vision, in this particular, is also true of our 
other senses. When we touch a thing with our fingers, or smell 
it, or hear it, our knowledge and understanding of it does not 
depend finally upon the accuracy of our senses, but upon the 
interpretation of the report at the head office—the image formed 
in our minds, 

This truth was illustrated by the ancient story of the three 
blind men who felt an elephant and disagreed in their report of it, 
one saying it was a tree trunk, another describing it as a wall, 
and the third saying it was like a great rope. Each felt a different 
part and thus developed a different mental image. 

Since language is relatively new, and words must be trans- 
lated into ideas before they have meaning, it is still very difficult 
to understand one another’s speech or writing. 

Words are meaningless unless they create an image in the lis« 
tener’s mind, 

To create an accurate impression, it is necessary, first of all, 
that the words used have exactly the same meaning to speaker and 
hearer. One might as well speak in a foreign language as to use 
words the hearer misunderstands.

members of council nine reasons 
why his staff opposed a bill to 
create the metropolitan traffic au- 
thority. 

Following are the reasons he as- 
signed: 

1. Because the bills created an Au- 
thority of five members, to be selected 
by the commissioners of Fulton and De- 
Kalb counties. Although the city of At- 
lanta would have borne the major part 
of the cost of the Authority, we had no 
voice in the selection of the members 
and no control over their official acts. 

2. That the bills authorized the issu- 
ance of bonds in the sum of twenty-five 
million ($25,000,000) dollars and made 
mandatory the levying of a tax to amor- 
ize the same. Approximately seventy 
(70°) per cent of this cost would have 
fallen upon the citizens of Atlanta; yet, 
they had no voice in the appointment of 


members of the Authority and no power 
| to direct or supervise the expenditure of 
| the money. 


3. Because the Authority would have 
been vested with complete and exclusive 
control and ownership of all streets, 


bridges and highways in the city of At- 


lanta, with the power to open and close 
streets, to condemn property for the 
building of new streets and bridges and 
to exercise every power essential or in- 
cident to the complete and exclusive con- 
trol of streets, highways and bridges. 
4. Because, in surrendering our streets, 
highways and bridges, we would neces- 
sarily have surrendered not only the 
power to regulate and control their use, 
but also the valuable franchises that we 
have with public utilities, and the funds 
now derived from such sources would 


-no longer have been paid into the city 


treasury. 

5. Because the bills vested the Au- 
thority with ownership and control of 
the millions of dollars worth of parks 
that have been paid for by citizens of 
Atlanta, and neither the mayor and 
general council nor our citizens would 


|have had any voice in the operation, 


control and management of such parks. 
The Authority could have abandoned 
them at will or diverted them to what- 


/ever use they might choose. 


6. Because the provisions authorizing 
the issuance of bonds were vague, in- 
definite and ambiguous and did not by 
express terms afford to the taxpayers 
the protection now guaranteed by the 


constitution relating to the issuance of 


bonds. The act simply stated that the 
question of the issuance of bonds should 
“submitted” to the voters. Such a 
provision would be susceptible to many 
different constructions. 


7. Because the Authority would have 


|been clothed with arbitrary and dicta- 
torial constitutional powers to the ex- 
,clusion not only of the city and .coun-

8. Because neither of these bills was 
ever presented to the general council 
for their sconsideration, although it is 
primarily charged with the duty of pro- 
tecting Atlanta’s citizens and their prop- 
erty rights. 

9. Because the general public was not 
informed as to the full meaning and ef- 
fect of these bills and were afforded 
no opportunity to prevent their homes 
and properties from being encumbered 
with a twenty-five million ($25,000.000) 
dollar indebtedness, for which most of 
them would have received little, if any,
